SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY

The 
Junior-Senior  Prom  was  the  most  anticipated  event  that  year.  Our  theme  "The  Left  Bank"  was  unique,  and  we 
worked  hard  to  make  our  prom  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  school  (We  believe  we  did).  The  junior  year 
was  not  all  fun.  Determination  and  serious  study  in  classroom  and  extra-curricular  activities  continued.  As  a 
result,  additional  honors  came  to  members  of  our  class:  Carol  Murrell  won  the  Drama  Award.  Lillie  Jones  was 
awarded  the  French  Prize.
